Sir Auckland C, Geddes, minister 
of national service, addressing: depu- 
tations from Glasgow the other day, 
said; “They must remember in con- 
nection with any theory of recruiting 
that-an army was not only a fighting 
miachine, It was very largely a coi- 
munit uch as the city of Glasgow, 
only it was a temporary commiutnity,

Al Wartime Discovery 


Bread Baked With Sea Water Keeps 
Fresh Longer 

Among thé strange customs 
brought to light by the war is the 
Practice in some parts of France to 
ltse sea water in baking bread. It is 
proposed to authorize the extension 
of this idea to other parts of the 
country in order to save salt, which 
is an incumbrance to traffic, every 
saving in which relieves the load on 
the railways, It has becn found that 
bread baked with sea water keeps 
nioist longer, owing to the affinity 
for water which the magnesium 
chloride in the sea water poasesscs. 
This substance and other minerals 
are particularly Wseful for the body. 
Sea water and human blood are ‘so 
closely akin in constitution that sea 
water has beet used to inject into 
the veins to revive those who are 
moribund and with excellent results, 
The 29 substances which have been 
identified in the body are largely 
present in sca water, and it has been 
contended shat this demonstrates the 
origin .of the human animal body to 
have been originally derived from 
marine life. A similar argument 
might be constructed to indicate his 
origin in the air, However this may 
be, bread made with sea water is 
certainly palatable, and keeps fresh 
longer. Rolls made with it are said 
to last a week, if not caten in the 
meantime, The water must be tak- 
en at a proper distance from land and 
from a depth of twenty feet or so if 
possible, The yeast has to be pre- 
pared with fresh water and the salt 
water used for mixing the dough. 
Our friends on the Atlantic and the 
Pacific coasts may be aware of this 
plan already.

Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, ad- 

dressing the Canadian Club at St. 


Catharines, on “Apparent Impossibil-

Dr. Bell referred to the great ad- 
vance in aviation in recent years, 
though the airplane idea was 200! 
years old, and predicted machines | 
flying 130 miles an hour as high as 


20,000 feet in the air. The higher 
they are the rarer the air and the 
greater the speed, “The time will 


come when you will take your break- 
fast in Newfoundland and your sup- 
per on the west coast of Ireland,” he 
said, 

The inventor of the telephone posi- 
tively prophesied, too, that the day 
would come when light vibration 
would be transmitted electrically and 
persons would be able to see by wire, 
though he does not expect himself to 
aid in realizing this. In this connec- 
tion he recalled that in 1881 he filed 
a patent at Washington and it be- 
came rumored that it was to afford 
sight over telegraph wires, and at 
once a group of persons claimed to 
have made prior discoveries and de- 
nounced Hell as a thief, 

He detailed the origin and devel- 
opment of his telephone, saving that 
a few days ago he had whispered a 
message from New York to Chicago 
and received a whispered reply. 

Dr. Bell, in concluding, said that 
iust as the world war had, before it 
broke, been deemed an impossibi'ity, 
why should not an _ international 
league of peace be possible?
